Milestone No. 8(9) marks Mason and ﬁiXQn'S"eighth mile west of the initial
stone at the northeast corner of Maryland on their West Line. Grlglnally,
2k monuments were set along the present Ceell/Chester and Lanéaster county
boundary (1 double crownstone at the corner set in 1768; & crownstones and
19 milestones in-1766). ~Of these, 3 crownstones and 17 mileéstones remain

standing, No. 8(9) amongst them, and at a site preliminarily surveyed in 1765.

The area here 1s still predominantly rural, rolllng farmland, interspersed
w1th declduous woods, although there are increasing numbers of new houses
along the Barren/Lombard Road. The site is at the northeast edge of the
scattered settlement of Lombard; a little over 2 miles southwest of the
crossroads settlement of Hickory Hill, Pennsylvaniaj; about 1100' due west of
the intersection of Barren Road/LR-15008 with MD 545/T-355; in back of (west
of) the Johnson barns, on the north side of a wire fencerow,about 30" west
of a large oak tree. It cannot be seen from any road, nor easily from closeb
And though somewhat protected by the/ggﬁgegew1re fencing directly over it,
the stone is so damaged it is urgently in need of repair and better protection.

The/mgﬁumeg%r&wgg g%ilt and it was repalred by shrinking iron ‘bands ‘upon
it and filling the crack with cement® in 1902 at the time of the 1900-03
Resurvey of the Maryland-Pennsylvania boundary, Presumably *95°Eb38t 1%' above
ground, it was "almost completely buried" by the time of the 1950 field
inspection; It presently is abéut‘S"”abOVe ground, in deplorable condition,
still held together by the iron band but the cement long-since disintegrated
and useless as a binder. The letters P on the north (Pennsylvania) side and
M on the south (Maryland) side are still clear, but most of the top above them
is broken off, and only bits of fluting and margins remain. All edges are
chipped; and the top cracks go down through the stone vertically, as well as

east-west across the middle of the stone.

STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE

Milestone No. 8(9) is significant primarily as one of 111 original.Mason
and Dixon milestones still standing along their West Line, the boundary
commonly known as the Mason-Dixon Line since Civil War times and notable for
its historical impact and innovative survey methods. The site was preliminarily
surveyed in 1765 and monumented the following Year, repaired and reset in 1902
during the course of the 1900-03 Resurvey of the Maryland-Pennsylvania boundary.
Individually, and as one of 17 original milestones within the present
Cecil/Chester and Lancaster county boundary, No. 8(9) is also significant
locally as one of a dimiﬁishing number of objects and structures with an
identifiable relationship to our colonial and Civil War heritage, although
it could well disappear into oblivion if the states continue to neglect it,
